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This is in response to the Office Action mailed on March 9, 2005, in which claims 
2-10, 12-17 and 19-32 were considered. Claims 2-10, 12-17 and 19-29 were' allowed, for which the 
Applicant is grateful. Claims 30-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Smeenge et al. (USP 4,616,798) in view of Martin (USP 5,655,743). 
Independent claim 30 reads as follows: 
30. An adjustable keyboard tray for use with a center mount bracketing 

mechanism that is secured to and translates in and out from a horizontal surface, the 
adjustable keyboard tray comprising: 

a top plate made of polymeric material; 

a bottom plate made of polymeric material that is secured to the top plate 
such that the top and bottom plates form a cavity therebetween; 

wherein the top and bottom plates include a plurality of inner walls along 
their opposed facing surfaces that are ultrasonically welded together; 
and 

a mounting plate that secures the adjustable keyboard tray to the bracketing 
mechanism.
